Thus* the claimant may tie reirabursed for Mrs. Stewart's transporta- 
tion expenses one way from Kodiak , Alaska, to Commerce, Oklahoma , with 
appropriate setoff for tho cost of the travel procured under a trans- 
portation request from Seattle , Washington, to Kodiak, Alaska.
